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Basic 
Controls 


There is a lot to see and do in Animal Crossing: Wild World. 
You won't get anywhere, however, until you learn the basics. 
Here is a breakdown of the controls—master them for quicker 


and easier navigation. 


Top Screen 


During gameplay, the top screen will display 
the sky above your town. Occasionally you 
will see something (or someone) flying 
across the top screen. And when you enter 
the main menu, the action on the bottom 
screen will move to the top screen so you 
can see what's going on while you equip 
tools, or get a look at changes you may 
make to your personal appearance. 


L Button 


Use the L Button to cycle through different 
subjects in the menu screen and to cycle 
through the color palette when creating cus- 
tom designs. L also lets you run in town. 


Control Pad 


Use the Control Pad to move your character 
around or to adjust the direction your char- 
acter is facing. The Control Pad also lets you 
navigate through menu screens. 


Touch Screen 


All the action happens on the touch screen. 
You will navigate menus (with or without the 
stylus), interact with characters and control 
your character on the touch screen. Also, if 
you stay still for a moment the date and 
time will pop up in the bottom-right corner. 


X Button 


Press the X Button to go to your town map and check the loca- 
tion of points of interest or of neighbors. Use the Control Pad and 
the A Button to select different locations (which will flash pur- 
ple). Press the X Button again or the B Button to exit the town 
map. When you're inside a home or the museum, the X Button 
will let you access the camera. Use the Control Pad or stylus to 


change your view. 


Y Button 


Press the Y Button to go to the Suitcase 
screen where you can manage items, bells 
or letters you are carrying. You can also 


change your appearance and equip toolson _ 


this screen. Press the Y Button again or the 
B Button to return to gameplay. 
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B Button 


The B Button is used to pick things up and 
pull plants out of the ground. You can also 
use the B Button to exit menu screens and to 
increase the speed of messages when others 
are talking to you. When walking around 
town, hold B, Lor R to run. 


Select Button 


Press the Select Button to go to your key- 
board screen where you can type messages 
to be displayed onscreen for others to see. 
Press Select again or the B Button to return 
to gameplay. 


R Button 


Use the R Button to cycle through options on 
the menu screen, and through the color 
palette when creating custom designs. R 
also lets you run in town. 


Start Button 


Press Start to bring up the option to save 
your game no matter where you are. 


A Button 


In addition to confirming menu selections, 
the A Button has multiple functions. While 
standing next to a person or object, press A 
to do any of the following: 


* Talk to a character 
+ Enter a door 

* Shake a tree

* Grab furniture

dragging the items to the ground by the character's feet. Likewise, you can withdraw bells 
by tapping the bell bag and selecting the amount.

Additionally, you will spend a good deal 
of time writing letters to your friends and 
neighbors, so make sure you've got a full 
stock of stationery at all times. You can buy a 
variety of different types of stationery at the 
store, or receive it as a gift. Your keyboard 
can write only a few lines before running out 


(the pen icon on the upper screen indicates 
your ink supply). 


Town Map 


When the game starts, 
you'll be using your town 
map to learn your way 
around town. It will display 
all your neighbors’ homes. 
When you select the name of a neighbor, his 
house will flash on the map. Tap the shop icon 
to locate any of the other buildings in town, 
like Tom Nook’s, the town hall or the muse- 
um. Whenever you visit a new town, you will 
have its map automatically.

How and Where to Cast 


To have success fishing, you've got to go where the fish are. When you see a shadow ina 
river or lake, approach the water slowly and cast your line using the touch screen or the 
A Button. If there is a current, be sure to cast upstream so your bait and lure travel 
toward the fish, not away from them. 


Favorite Fishing Spots 


Different types of fish prefer different types of water. Certain fish can be caught in rivers 
and other types can be caught in ponds.

On the Ground 


On Flowers 


Watch where you're stepping, bub—there 
might be a valuable insect under your 
feet! Grasshoppers and crickets both live 
on the ground, and they're not easy to 
catch—you have to run after these quick 
critters. 


Flowers can attract insects like ladybugs 
or the rare orchid mantis. Brightly-colored 
blossoms can sometimes camouflage the 
critters, however, so watch for movement 
as you pass by. 


In the Air Near Water 


The most common bugs, such as butter- 
flies and dragonflies, can be found flying 
in the air. Flying insects require you to 
chase them—except the mosquito, which 
will come after you! 


Like people, insects are drawn to the 
water during the hot summer months. In 
June, see if you can spot some rare fire- 
flies near the water after dark.

Try to put a little thought into the visual presentation, keeping 
paths open when planting trees and flowers—you want vegetation to accent your town, not 
take it over. 


There are two types of tree saplings available at Tom Nook’s store: regular and cedar. If 


you see a brown spot on the ground, plant a sapling to add some green to your town. 
Don’t plant too many, though, or it will impede foot traffic. 


Planting Flowers 


Planting flowers is a great way to attract valuable bugs and improve your town's popu- 
larity—plus they just look nice! You can buy seeds at Tom Nook's or dig up wild flowers 


from around town and replant them in a new spot. They will bloom year-round with the

There’s a Right Way and a Wrong Way 


When you place an item incorrectly, the HRA 
will deduct points from your total. Make 
sure your furniture is placed in a location 
that makes sense. For instance, if your TV is 
facing the wall, no one can watch it, so 
you'll get points taken away. 


A furniture series is a has group of functional furniture. A furniture theme, on the other 
hand, is a smaller group of related items. Mixing different furniture series and themes is a 
major decorating faux pas, and your HRA score will be significantly lower if you do so. 
Each offending item will deduct 4,000 points from your total. Separate furniture series 
and themes into different rooms to avoid this embarrassing red mark on your HRA record. 


Finish Furniture Sets 


Each furniture series and theme includes 
matching flooring and wallpaper designs. 
Adding these will give your score an extra 
boost and put the final touches on your 
interior-design work. You will also find car-

They can be a little 
easier to track down if you're having prob- 
lems completing a furniture series or 
theme. Again, don’t mix furniture sets with 
other series, themes or sets—keep oddball 
pieces in a different room. 


Don’t leave things like paper or clothing 
lying on the floor to create clutter—the HRA 
does not like to see a messy house, and 
you'll get a point subtracted from your HRA 
score for each item that is on the floor when 
it should be placed ona table or stored out 
of sight. 


The HRA loves to see rare items on display. 
Prizes and gifts that you’ve accumulated 
from contests and special events will give 
you more HRA points. Some rare items 
won't affect your series, themes or sets, but 
some will. See page 58 for a list of items 
and their HRA point value. 
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Watch Out for Cockroaches! 


If you're away from your home for long periods of time you run the risk of cock- 
roaches taking over your home. The HRA won't stand for that—and you probably 
won't enjoy it either. Yikes! 


Although no one likes cockroaches 
in his home, getting rid of them 
can be fun.

such as house upgrades or collecting items toward a complete furniture series or theme. The 
chart below lists the point values for different item types, as well as the bonus points avail- 
able to boost your HRA score even higher.
